The French’ statesman pointed to 
the holding up of the recent naval 
conference: gnd said: 

“Naval rivalry brings. in its. train 
concurrently with the growth of land 
armaments, rivalry of great states 
which are potential foes.” 

He predicted 1935 as a crucial year, 
until which the peace structure.would 
hold good, but “expressed the hope 
‘that’ by that time the League of Na- 
tion's would have gained the authority 
necessary to prevent the recurrence of 
war.
